Dr. Ali Khan Urges International 
Brotherhood In Talk On Persia At 
Junior College Assembly This Week 


International brotherhood 
good will were main topics in the 


historic speech given in yesterday’s| 


assembly by Dr. Ali Kuli Khan, for- 
merly Persian minister to the United 
States, Persian delegate to the Per- 
sian Peace Conference, head of the 


| Persian embassy at Constantinople, 


and grand master of the imperial 
court of the Persian crown prinee 
regent. 

Dr. Kahn said in his introductory 
and closing statements that “even if 
our nations are separated by physi- 
cal barriers, we are all of one hu- 
manity of which every member ir- 
respective of race, color, or creed is 
the son of the same father called one 
almighty God. True civilization will 
be established when real peace and 
understanding shall find way among 
men. We are all leaves from one 
tree; drops of one seed; fragrance of 
one rose. Great glory is his who loves 


and?his country; great. glory is his who 


loves his brother.” 

After explaining that -all coun- 
tries have inherited from the ages, 
especially America; derived from 
many nations, the true custodian of 
human welfare because of the debt 
owed to others, Dr. Kahn gave a 
short resumee of Persia’s contribu- 
tion to civilization. 

Excrepts from the speech show 
that, with hundreds of thousands of 
years of civilization, Persia built a 
mighty empire that retained its fine- 
ly developed arts which have been 
assimilated by European and Asiatic 
nations; exercised a lenient colonial 
policy over her conquered; and.con- 
quered, civilized, and defined her 
conquerors with Persian intellect. 
The elaborate rugs, illustrated manu- 
scripts, and embroidery works, of 
this nation are today the marvel of 
other countries.
